

Closure threat to 
children’s centres 


TWO children’s centres in Harlow are facing the 
axe under proposals to shut 11 across Essex. 

Conservative-led Essex County Council, which 
also plans to halve the opening hours at a further 
33, said research showed some centres were “not 
being used” and had not attracted the vulnerable 
people for which they were set up. 

Under the proposals - which the council said 
would save £2.5m between 2014 and 2016 - the 
ABC Children’s Centre in Old Harlow and 
Sunflowers Children’s Centre at Sumners Leisure 
Centre in Broadly Road would close. 

The ABC centre, above right, would be merged 
with Potter Street Children’s Centre while 
Sunflowers would merge with the Treehouse 
Children’s Centre in Parnall Road. 

The council said Old Harlow was “an area of 
lesser deprivation” while Sunflowers was “geo¬ 
graphically close” to Treehouse where there are 
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better facilities. 

County councillor Dick Madden, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for families and children, said research had 
been carried out in April into the use of the cen¬ 
tres before the proposals were drawn up. 

While acknowledging the centres were “valua¬ 
ble in our communities”, he said the council had 
to make savings across all areas. 

“We are committed to delivering children’s 
centre services at a time when the financial chal¬ 
lenges that we face are unprecedented,” he said. 

“Reduced funding from central government, 
together with the impact of inflation and increas¬ 
ing demands for services, means Essex County 
Council needs to save around £215m by 2016-17. 
“This is on top of the £365m already saved over 


the previous three years. Simply put, we can’t 
afford to deliver everything we want.” 

He added: “There are centres that in fact are 
just open and not being used and are not very 
viable. They were set up for the most vulnerable 
but many of the vulnerable do not really use 
them.” 

But parents say the centres provide valuable 
services that cannot be found elsewhere and for 
some people travelling to another centre would 
not be possible. 

Posting on the Star’s Facebook page, Nicole 
Richardson said: “Cutbacks should be made else¬ 
where, not the children’s centres. It’s all they

have left after most the 
parks are gone and (the) 
only thing babies have.” 

And Kelly Byford posted: 
“Why do the children have 
to suffer the cutbacks? 
There’s not enough for 
them to do as it is.” 

The proposals have been 
blasted by Harlow Labour 
parliamentary candidate 
Suzy Stride, who said: “The 
children’s centres provide 
vital services to families in 
Harlow and play a crucial 
role in bringing the 
community together. 

“We will be fighting 
against the Tories plans to 
close these centres. Labour 
in government would be 
putting families first and 
supporting children’s 
centres. 

“Harlow is being unfairly 
hit hardest by the county 
council cuts. The Tories are 
out of touch and Harlow is 
not their priority.” 

Councillor Emma Toal, 
Harlow Council’s cabinet 
portfolio holder for youth 
and citizenship, said: “The 
children’s centres in 
Harlow do vital work to 
support parents and 
children. The proposed 
closure of two children’s 
centres will concern many 
local families. 

“With these proposals and 
the review of youth services 
it is vital that county 
council cuts aren’t just the 
same in all areas in the 
county. 

“We will work to make 
sure the County Council 
recognises the needs in 
Harlow.” 

All the centres in west 
Essex are run by Spurgeons 
on behalf of the county 
council. 

A demonstration against 
youth service cuts will be 
held outside County Hall in 
Chelmsford at midday on 
Thursday (October 31).

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Pensioner assaulted by thugs suffers broken arm and hip 


A PENSIONER suffered serious inju¬ 
ries and faces major surgery after he 
was assaulted by a group of youths as 
he walked through an underpass in 
Harlow. 

The 76-year-old victim was walking 
through the underpass between Sta¬ 
ple Tye and Bishopsfield last 
Wednesday after buying a lottery 
ticket from a local shop when he was 
approached by four teenagers at 
about 5.15pm. 

He was assaulted and suffered a 
broken hip and broken arm. 


Detective Sergeant Mick Orr, of 
Harlow Police, said: “This was a total¬ 
ly unprovoked attack on a 76-year-old 
man who on his way to the shops to 
get a lottery ticket. 

“We are appealing for information 
and witnesses to come forward if they 
recognise the descriptions or have 
seen any of these people at or around 
the time of the assault. 

“We would also like to speak to a 
woman who helped the victim after 
the attack.” 

The suspects are all aged between 


14-19. The first is described as tall, 
white, thin and very aggressive. He 
had light hair but was wearing a hood. 
The second is smaller with dark hair, 
dark skin and was wearing a grey 
hood with possibly a brown cap 
underneath. 

The victim was unable to give a 
description of the other two suspects. 

Two youths aged 14 and 17 arrested 
on suspicion of causing grievous bod¬ 
ily harm with intent have both been 
bailed until November 21 pending 
further enquiries. 


Redundancy shock 
for Raytheon staff 


THE jobs market in Harlow has 
been dealt another blow with the 
loss of more than 50 at defence 
systems manufacturer Raytheon 
Systems. 

The US firm said 51 staff at its 
Pinnacles base will be made 
redundant when the manufac¬ 
turing arm of the business is 
transferred to Scotland at the end 
of the year. 

The company said it had made 
every effort to retain as many 
staff as possible by offering them 
jobs elsewhere in the business. 

The news comes just months 
after Tesco closed its Flex Meadow 
distribution centre. Pitney Bowes 
and GlaxoSmithKline have also 
moved staff away from the area. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
visited the firm this week, said: 
“It’s tragic to see these redundan- 
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cies, especially given the years of 
work that many of these employ¬ 
ees have done. 

“Raytheon is a good company, 
nd I know they are looking to 
have new premises in Harlow. 
I’m hoping in the long term there 
may even be more jobs in the 
future.” 

The company confirmed that 
they are committed to the town 
and will be looking at opportuni¬ 
ties to expand in the future. 

One employee, who asked not to 
be named, said: “Most of the staff 
have been with the company for a 
very long time. Some have been 
there for 40 years and as you can 
imagine are very upset and wor¬ 
ried at this decision.” 



Man, 79, died after being hit by car late at night 


A HARLOW pensioner died after 
being hit by a car and flung 180ft 
through the air, an inquest heard. 

Retired factory inspector Henry 
Bailey, 79, of Dunstalls, was struck by 
a Mercedes driven by Mohammed 
Mannan on the A120 west of Little 
Hadham. 

Mr Mannan thought he had hit a 
deer and continued to drive to his 
home in Buntingford despite the 
windscreen of his car being shattered. 

The inquest in Hatfield heard on 


Tuesday how Mr Bailey had been seen 
several times by witnesses on the 
road on Tuesday, March 27 at around 
11pm. 

PC Alan Kemp said Mr Bailey’s body 
ended up about 180ft from the point 
of impact. A post mortem report said 
he would have died almost instanta¬ 
neously. 

A statement by Mr Bailey’s brother 
Peter said he was a quiet man with a 
good sense of humour. But after his 
wife took her own life in 1987 he dis¬ 


tanced himself from his family and 
was last seen in October 2008 at a 
funeral. 

Assistant coroner Mr Solomons 
recorded the cause of death as a road 
traffic collision. 

• In September last year Mr Man¬ 
nan admitted failing to stop after 
accident and was found guilty of 
failing to report the accident. He 
received 120 hours unpaid work, 
nine points on his licence and £620 
costs.

There’s still time for a common 
sense solution to save HWRA 

SIR, Harlow Council’s statements in the Star 
(October 10) and the comments in Cllr Edna 
Stevens’ letter (October 17) on the subject 
of Harlow Welfare Rights and Advice are 
misleading. 

Readers of the article would assume that it is 
HWRA which launched legal action against the 
council. In fact, HWRA has defended action 
taken by Harlow Council. 

HWRA offered to pay all the money owed to the 
council through a repayment plan that included 
a substantial immediate payment. The council 
responded by terminating HWRA’s funding 
contract with two days notice, leaving hard- 
pressed local residents with no specialist advice 
service to turn to. 

HWRA challenged this action. The council 
requested an adjournment of the court hearing 
set up to determine whether the contract had 
been lawfully terminated and then launched 
proceedings to wind HWRA up before the agreed 
adjournment period had expired. HWRA is 
defending the winding-up proceedings. 

Contrary to the statement that the council is 
acting to protect taxpayers’ money it has always 
been clear that the course of action councillors 
were advised to take would cost taxpayers far 
more than agreeing to HWRA’s request for time 
to pay. The financial damage caused to HWRA 
has resulted in the loss of valuable funding 
contracts, advice services and jobs. 

In her letter, Cllr Stevens refers to the decision 
of the district auditor. The auditor did not 
consider the issues raised in HWRA’s legal action 
because these are matters for the courts, not the 
auditor. 

Cllr Stevens refers to the Citizens Advice 
Bureau service but omits to mention that she 
is on the CAB management committee. HWRA 
supplies specialist advice services that are 
complementary to the general help services 
supplied by the CAB. 

The advice centre has been empty since the 
council changed the locks after HWRA staff left 
work for the evening on fanuary 28. 

HWRA remains hopeful that common sense 
will prevail and that councillors will review the 
advice provided to them and work with HWRA to 
restore these much-needed services. 

I would remind readers that HWRA trustees 
are Harlow residents who work voluntarily, with 
no financial allowances, to support the service 
and the staff in their excellent work for our 
community. We have no political axes to grind 
and we have been available at all times to discuss 
these matters with councillors and officers.

Advice bureau does not provide 
same services as welfare rights 

SIR, I have absolute respect for the work done 
by the Citizens Advice Bureau and do not seek 
in any way to detract from the work which it 
does. However, it is clear that Cllr Edna Stevens 
[Letters, October 17) is wrong in her assertions 
that it has filled the void left by HWRA. 

I have checked the website of CAB. The service 
describes itself as “primarily an advice provider” 
and also states the advice is “generalist”. This is 
not a political statement, it is a quote from the 
CAB website. 

It is accepted that HWRA gave advice but it also 


provided representation at benefit tribunals, at 
employment tribunals and at courts in respect of 
debt and housing cases. 

CAB does not provide representation, nor 
does it pretend to do so. My recollection is that 
when the two services were situated in the 
advice centre they worked side by side, with 
CAB giving valuable but generalist advice and 
referring to HWRA where more specialist advice 
or representation was needed. The services were 
complementary, rather than interchangeable. 

There is nothing in the CAB website to indicate 
that they can now deal with the more specialist 
cases which were picked up by welfare rights, 
leaving the citizens of this town without the 
service which was so ably and uniquely provided 
by HWRA. 

Cllr Stevens stated she would not want advice 
from an organisation that found itself in £125k of 
debt. Firstly, the reason for the debt must be laid 
in large part at the withdrawal of funding from 
HWRA by Harlow Council. 

As Cllr Mike Danvers pointed out, Harlow 
Council -1 assume based on the advice from 
professionals who so impress Cllr Stevens - 
chose to refuse the offer of a staged repayment. 

In addition, Cllr Danvers has pointed out that 
requests by him, as an elected councillor, and 
from his colleagues for information on the 
amount of the legal costs which it now appears 
that the council will not be able to recoup, have 
not been complied with. 

The dedicated staff from HWRA have continued 
to provide a service to the people of this town, 
sometimes in the library and sometimes outside 
of the advice centre from which the council in it’s 
wisdom has locked them out. 

I suspect the answer as to whether anyone 
would want advice from HWRA can be found 
by the numbers of residents in this town who 
continue to use the service even though it has 
been displaced in such a shortsighted way by the 
council. 

The insolvency hearing is on October 29. If 
HWRA have assisted you in the past or if, like me, 
you acknowledge that you or members of your 
family are likely to need its help in the future, 

I would urge you to donate to its legal fund via 
Harlow Save - situated in the town centre library- 
before it is too late.

Rescue centres are struggling 
to cope with abandoned pets 

SIR, The appalling story of the young cat and 
kittens imprisoned in a box and left to die (Star, 
October 17) is an extreme case illustrating the 
growing problem in the area. 

Animal rescue centres are simply unable 
to cope with the demand to take these cats 
in. Some people cast their pets aside when 
they become mildly inconvenient, others 
feel forced to give them up due to changed 
personal circumstances - common ones being 
affordability or the need to move into rented 
accommodation where landlords will not accept 
pets. 

Neutering of all cats, male and female, is 
essential to prevent the population of unwanted 
cats from increasing. There are no good reasons 
not to neuter pet cats - the Harlow, Epping 
Forest & District branch of Cats Protection is 
offering free or subsidised neutering for cats in 
the area at participating vets during October and 
November. 


We would ask those wanting to acquire a cat or 
kitten to consider the commitment and also not 
to buy from private individuals, over the internet 
or via pet shops as this encourages people to 
breed cats thinking they will be able to sell them. 
Instead we would ask would-be owners to take 
on an unwanted cat or to adopt from a rescue 
centre. A responsible one will neuter both male 
and female cats before rehoming if old enough 
and chase up/help adopters to get kittens 
neutered. 

To end on a more optimistic note, we are glad 
to report that last week’s tale had a happy ending 
with homes being found for all the cats.

Energy companies not to blame 

SIR, The letter in last week’s Star about energy 
prices wrongly blames the energy companies. 

Of the 15 major EU states, the UK has the fifth 
cheapest electricity prices. 

Spare a thought for consumers in Denmark and 
Germany, whose politicians jumped on the wind 
and solar bandwagons. Their electricity prices 
are respectively 72 per cent and 55 per cent 
higher than ours. 

The real reason the UK’s electricity prices are 
so high is a consequence of Labour’s Climate 
Change Act, the energy policies from which the 
Conservative/Liberal-Democrats continue to 
uphold. 

We close or mothball our existing efficient 
& low-cost coal-fired power stations whilst 
Germany, lapan, India and China add huge 
extra coal-fired capacity. Government ministers 
implore consumers to shoparound for the best 
prices whilst simultaneously not allowing power 
companies to do so. 

Those power companies have to pay the highest 
prices via feed-in tariffs for wind and solar 
generated power irrespective of whether the grid 
needs that power at a particular time. The power 
companies also have to keep conventional 
power stations running on standby for when the 
wind isn’t blowing and/or the sun isn’t shining. 

It wouldn’t be so bad if it was to mitigate 
so-called “global warming” but there’s been 
no statistically significant increase in global 
temperature for the past 16 years.

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Roundabout works to last six months 


MOTORISTS are facing months of disruption as 
roadworks start at one of the busiest gateways 
to Harlow town centre. 

Work at the Burnt Mill roundabout will begin 
on Monday to improve capacity and reduce 
congestion at the Elizabeth Way/Fifth Avenue/ 
Edinburgh Way junction by Harlow Town sta¬ 
tion. 

Phase one of the project was completed earlier 
this year and the next phase is expected to take 
approximately six months to complete. 

The size of the central island will be reduced 
and an additional dedicated left turn only lane 
from Fifth Avenue into Elizabeth Way will be 


added. A pedestrian crossing will be installed 
on the A414 to improve pedestrian and cyclist 
safety. 

Work will take place during the day but limit¬ 
ed during peak hours to minimise th impact on 
traffic. Some full road closures may be neces¬ 
sary while work takes place on the carriageway. 

Temporary speed limits will be in place 
throughout the duration of the works. 

County councillor Rodney L Bass, Cabinet 
Member for highways & transportation, said: 
“This is a major programme of works and we 
will be doing everything we can to keep disrup¬ 
tion to a minimum while it is taking place.” 


Street parking 
near hospital is 
driving us mad

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RESIDENTS living in roads 
surrounding Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital say they are 
paying the price for the hos¬ 
pital’s parking charges as 
they struggle to find spaces 
for their own vehicles. 

Bob Worthington, 79, of 
Foldcroft, Harlow, has lived 
in the area for more than 50 
years and said parking is now 
a major bone of contention. 

“The people of the hospital 
park down here,” said Mr 
Worthington, pictured right 
“It has become impossible for 
me to live around here and 
park my car. 

“We have been complaining 
but nobody has done any¬ 
thing.” 

He added: “Our councillor, 
lean Clark, has been fighting 
for us and all the problems 
with parking we have been 
battling with. The situation is 
now becoming silly. 

“I know parking is expen¬ 
sive at the hospital but that is 
not my concern and it's no 
excuse to overrun a street 
with parked cars. If they are 
going to the hospital they 
should park in the appropri¬ 
ate place and pay.” 

He added: “We are living off 



one another’s backs here. I 
cannot have friends or family 
over and the other day,the 
gas man couldn’t find any¬ 
where to park either. 

“It is impossible for me to 
live around here with the 
parking situation as it is. 
Something needs to be done.” 

A spokesman for the North 
Essex Parking Partnership, 


which deals with street- 
based parking in Harlow, and 
surrounding areas, said: 
“Residents requesting permit 
areas should contact the 
NEPP or Harlow Council 
direct so it can be considered 
as part of any future review of 
residential parking in and 
around Princess Alexandra 
Hospital.” 


Protests over ‘ridiculous’ parking permits 


A GROUP of residents have joined together 
to fight against imposed parking permits. 

Residents of Vince Dunn Mews in Old 
Harlow were issued with the permits by 
Moat housing association which said the 
move was a result of complaints about 
inconsiderate parking. 

Moat is part of the Moat and Denne 
partnership collectively known as MODE 
which built the 43 homes in Vince Dunn 
Mews. 

One resident, who has been given two 
parking permits for one parking bay, said: 
“It is ridiculous. We have been told to park 
in locelyns or in neighbouring streets if we 
have more than one car or if we have 
visitors. When we bought the house we were 
told we would be able to park by the green 
but now we can’t. 

“The permits came in after two 
complaints. One of those residents has said 
they didn’t want permits but more parking 


spaces and Moat has just misunderstood. 

“We had a meeting of residents which went 
really well and a petition has been signed by 
30 houses out of 43.” 

A spokeswoman for Moat said: “The 
permits were put in place following 
complaints from residents at Vince Dunn 
Mews about inconsiderate parking. 

“There were several attempts to resolve 
the issues informally but we found that 
parking issues persisted so the decision was 
taken to enforce parking restrictions in line 
with residents’ tenancy agreements. 

“The road will eventually be adopted by 
Essex Highways at which point we will 
review the permit scheme. However, until 
then it is Moat’s responsibility to manage 
parking at Vince Dunn Mews.” 

She said representatives of the housing 
associaton will visit the area next month to 
assess the potential for additional parking 
spaces at Vince Dunn Mews.

A£1.8M housebuilding programme by Harlow 
Council will see the first new council homes 
built in the town for almost 25 years. 

Cabinet members have agreed to award a 
contract up to the value of £2.7m to build new 
homes for rent on disused or underused garage 
sites. 

The contract will initially see 14 new proper¬ 
ties constructed as early as next summer, with 
completion of the project in May 2015. 

The cost of the initial project is £1.8m but as 
more funding becomes available more homes 
could be built. 

Fifteen potential sites have been identified 
which could provide a total of 91 new homes. 

The programme will be funded with money 
ringfenced for affordable housing. 

Councillor Paul Schroder, cabinet portfolio 
holder for regeneration, said: “This is a key 
moment for the council and the town. 

“This programme will provide new high 
quality homes for local families on our Housing 
Needs register and also regenerate disused or 
underused garage sites. 

“This is only the beginning of what we want 
to achieve from building new council houses 
which will change the lives of local families 
who need a home.” 

Councillor Rod Truan, cabinet portfolio hold¬ 
er for housing, added: “I’m delighted that we’ve 
now unveiled our programme to start building 
new modern council homes. 

“Together these two programmes will meet 
our number one priority - more and better 


housing.” 

Conservative group leader Cllr Andrew 
lohnson said: “I want more housing in the 
town because we need more homes and I’m 
happy we are getting more housing. However, I 
would have looked to see if we are really get¬ 
ting value for money. 


“It is possible we could get more housing if 
the money was given to a housing association. 
Instead of building 14 homes, maybe we could 
have had 18. 

“I am chuffed about the Right to Buy scheme 
which is fantastic piece of legislation and has 
allowed more money for a housing fund.”

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Jury clears man accused 
of bottle attack on woman 

A HARLOW man accused of hitting a woman over 
the head with a bottle has been cleared of assault. 

On Monday a jury of six men and six women 
returned a not guilty verdict against Chi-keung 
Poon, 44, of Potter Street, who denied a charge of 
assault causing actual bodily harm. 

Poon, who declined to give evidence during his 
trial at Chelmsford Crown Court, was alleged to 
have attacked Lesley Carlaw at Amherst Lodge in 
Bramble Rise, Harlow, on November 10 last year. 

But he claimed he was not the aggressor and that 
Miss Carlaw had jumped on his back and was cut 
as he tried to get her off. 

Scott Wainwright, prosecuting, told the court 
Poon had a previous conviction for attacking Janet 
Godfrey, a friend of Miss Carlaw who was present 
at the time of the attack last November. 

Giving evidence, Miss Carlaw told the jury Poon 
picked up an empty bottle of brandy and began 
spinning it round in his hands. 

“Miss Godfrey got up and said to him ‘what you 
going to do, use a bottle on me?’ All of a sudden he 
got up and came towards me and smashed the 
bottle over my head. It exploded on the back of my 
head and he grabbed me by the scruff of the neck 
and pulled me off the chair 

“He had hold of two handfuls of my hair, pulled 
me up and threw me on the sofa. He started 
punching me in the side of the head, nine or 10 
times. 

“Miss Godfrey managed to pull him off me and I 
stood up. He grabbed another bottle and smashed 
it into my mouth. I ran out and went home before 
going to hospital. I had one cut stitched.” 

But when he was arrested Poon told police he 
had been attacked by one of the woman. 

“I struggled and I backed her against a wall,” he 
said in a statement. “That’s how she must have got 
the cuts. I didn’t punch her. I was attacked, I 
wasn’t the attacker.” 

Peter Hunter, appearing for Poon, said the alle¬ 
gations levelled against him did not make sense. 

“A bottle is allegedly forcibly pushed into her 
mouth and yet just one tooth is damaged,” said Mr 
Hunter. “She is meant to have received nine 
punches to the side of the head. If so, wouldn’t you 
see a black eye? But there was just one cut. 

“Would you wait for hours to go to hospital if 
you’d been in an attack like that? It just doesn’t 
add up.” 


Family distraught 
after yobs wreck 
memorial bench

A COUPLE were left distraught 
after finding a memorial bench 
to a family member had been 
destroyed for the second time 
by vandals. 

The bench at Parndon Wood 
Cemetery in Harlow was dedi¬ 
cated to Kim Smith - the sister 
of Linda Harris. It was first 
damaged in August last year 
but it was repaired by Mrs 
Harris’ husband, Graham. 

However, the vandals struck 
again and this time left the 
bench in such a state that it is 
beyond repair, meaning Mr 
and Mrs Harris will have to pay 
£700 to replace it. 

Mr Harris 60, said: “The 
bench is irreparable. The last 
time it was damaged was a year 
ago to the day but this time it 
can’t be repaired.

A TEENAGER who broke into a Harlow church 
and ripped TV screens from the wall causing 
more than £2,000 worth of damage has walked 
free from court. 

lake Seaton, 19, pleaded guilty at a hearing in 
April to a charge of burglary at the Redeemed 
Christian Church of God in Ward Hatch but sen¬ 
tence was deferred for six months. 

Seaton, who has since got a job as a metal work¬ 
er and moved away from the town, returned to 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Monday to hear his 
fate. Recorder fohn Caudle was told he had saved 
some money to pay the church compensation 
and had not committed any other offence since. 

The court heard the church pastor had locked 
the building at 10pm but when he returned the 
following morning he discovered the break-in. 
Three flat screens televisions had been ripped 
from the walls and electric heaters had also been 
stolen. 

Seaton was arrested after traces of his DNA were 
found on a can of soft drink he had discarded at 
the scene. 

At first he told police he had been looking for 
work and had gone to see a builder at the church 
and had a drink there, but he later changed his 
story and admitted he had gone there at the sug¬ 
gestion of a friend and accepted it was a stupid 
thing to have done. 

Imposing a six-month prison sentence suspend¬ 
ed for two years, Mr Caudle said: “I am pleased 
you are in work and pleased you are staying away 
from people who might lead you astray.”

GP suspended for 
forging signature 
on prescriptions 


A HARLOW GP who used a patient’s identity to 
obtain drugs for his own use has been banned 
for 12 months. 

Dr Roy Weare only avoided being struck off 
after the panel took account of his full co-oper¬ 
ation and previous good character. 

The Medical Practitioners Tribunal Service 
was told Dr Weare produced false prescriptions 
and forged the signature of a patient when he 
went to collect Tadalafil - used in the treatment 
of erectile disfunction - from pharmacies in 
Harlow. 

The GP, a former partner at the Ross Practice, 
at Keats House in The Fairway, also fabricated 
and deleted records in the patient’s medical 
notes. 

He was discovered in June 2011 when the 
patient was contacted by a pharmacy about 
uncollected drugs and denied any knowledge of 
the prescription. 

Panel chair Vicki Harris said: “In deciding 
between suspension and erasure, the panel 
reminded itself both of the need to impose a 
sanction that would maintain public confi¬ 
dence but also of the need to be proportionate.

“The panel balanced Dr Weare’s misconduct 
against his subsequent actions. These included 
full and immediate confession to the pharma¬ 
cist, his confession to the partners at his prac¬ 
tice and the primary care trust and his visit and 
apology to the patient. 

“The panel also had regard to the strong testi¬ 
monial evidence which referred to his previous 
honest behaviour and noted his otherwise 
unblemished career of 37 years.” 

Ms Harris said a period of suspension would 
send a signal to Dr Weare, the public and the 
profession that dishonesty was behaviour unbe¬ 
fitting a registered doctor. 

“In determining the length of the suspension 
order, the panel determined that due to the seri¬ 
ousness in which it held Dr Weare’s misconduct, 
the appropriate period of suspension would be 
12 months,” she added. 

Dr Weare will have to face a review panel 
before the end of his suspension to prove he is fit 
to return to unrestricted practice. 


Police target known crooks in crime crackdown 


POLICE in Essex have launched 
an autumn crackdown on 
burglaries with a warning they 
will be targeting “known 
criminals”. 

Officers will be carrying out 
patrols in areas which have 
recently experienced burglaries 
to provide householders with 
additional reassurance and to 
act as a deterrent to crooks. 

The campaign will also see 
checkpoints set up on the 
county’s roads to catch 
criminals on the move. 

Last year there was a 28 per 


cent increase in burglaries 
across Essex during the 
October- December period 
when compared to the previous 
three months. 

Chief Superintendent Carl 
O’Malley said: “This ties into 
the clocks going back which 
makes it much easier for 
criminals to identify homes 
that are empty because there 
are no lights on inside. 

“Burglars are always looking 
for the easy option and empty 
homes which appear poorly 
secured and with few crime 


prevention measures in place 
will always be their main 
targets. 

“We are aiming to take the 
fight to these criminals by 
making the lives of prolific 
offenders difficult, denying 
them the use of the roads and 
quickly identifying any new 
suspects on our patch. 

“At the same time we will 
have more officers out and 
about in the areas we know 
burglars are operating to help 
people secure their homes and 
property more effectively.”

M ANY will recognise the name 
Leah Manning. She was 
Labour MP for Epping from 1945- 
50 when the constituency included 
Harlow and gave her name to the 
town’s first day care centre for the 
elderly. 

As a politician she was involved in 
the post-war campaign to build a 
new town on the London/Essex 
borders. 

As well as politics, Ms Manning, 
pictured below, had a successful 
career in teaching, working with 
deprived children and 
campaigning for free school 
milk and better school 
conditions. 

In recognition of her time 
as Harlow’s MP, the town’s 
first comprehensive day care 
centre for the elderly was 
built in Park Lane in 1980 
and named after her. 

The Leah Manning 
Centre was described 
as a fitting tribute to 
the woman who had 
campaigned for the 
welfare of the elderly, 
as well as on 
education, health and 
family planning 




issues. 

The centre catered 
for both the 
disabled and able- 
bodied. Activities 
included games, 
drop-in lunches, 
r chiropody sessions and 
and dancing. 

Nancy McNeil, pictured 
above on the left in 
the photo with her 
team, was in 
charge of all of 
the activities as 
well as the day- 
to-day running 
k: of the centre. 


Her team of catering and care 
assistants spent the weeks prior to 
the opening preparing for their new 
roles either in nursing or with 
assisting in the centre’s activities. 

Ms Manning, who was appointed a 
Dame Commander of the Order of 
the British Empire in 1966, died in 
1977 at the age of 91. She donated 
her body for medical research and 
although there was no funeral a 
memorial service was organised at 
Hatfield Broad Oak church. 

A commemorative sculpture paid 
for with donations from a general 
appeal was created by Christopher 
Dean and still stands outside the 
centre.

YOU would need an awful lot of 
chips to go with this fish which 
was found floating in the sea off 
the coast of America. 

Marine science instructor 
Jasmine Santana discovered 
the corpse of the monster sea 
serpent, which measures 
almost six metres in length, 
while she was snorkelling. 

She dragged the monster 
creature by the tail for more 
than 20 metres before 
colleagues waded in to the sea 
and helped her bring it to shore. 

It’s called an oarfish and it’s 


usually found in the depths of 
the ocean. 

Oarfish can grow to 15 metres 
and can dive to depths of 
around 5,000ft, which is why it’s 
very rare to spot one. 

“We’ve never seen a fish this 
big,” said Mark Waddington, 
senior captain of the Catalina 
Island Marine Institute’s training 
ship. “The last oarfish we saw 
was three feet long.” 

Jasmine needed the help of 15 
people to drag it back to shore. 
Experts think it died of natural 
causes.

Fresh approach to Rita's revival is

It's an analogy that's not 
lost on the audience. 

From the moment Rita 
barges her way into Frank's 
study, her inquisitiveness is 
intoxicating. We may not 
see the 'painting' on the 
wall that she refers to in 
her opening conversation, 
but her questioning of its 
dubious erotic possibilities 
not only sums up her 
challenging insight, it sets 
the theme of the entire 
play as gradually she forces 
Frank to re-examine both 
his dour viewpoint and 
self-confessed mundane 
existence. 

This was a confident 
production by the Global 


Theatre Company. Lucy 
Ashton's winning portrayal 
of Rita was right on target - 
from her faultless Liverpool 
accent to the brilliantly 
delivered one-liners. It was 
a consummate performance 
with copious amounts of 
wit, charm and timing. 

David Millard's portrayal 
of Frank - bitter, disheveled 
and full of self-hatred - was 
also played to perfection. 

His weary, self-obsessed, 
drunken academic evoked 
just the right amount of 
pathos. Individually these 
two actors are immensely 
talented; together they're a 
tour de force. 

The set was simple and 
functional and the lighting 
and sound by David Mason, 
complementary. 

But it was Michael Philips' 
expert direction that 
ensured a fresh approach to 
a familiar text and made this 
production of Educating Rita 
both a thought-provoking 
experience and a rewarding 
night out.

GARDENING & PUZZLES 


The grea' 

AT THIS time of yearwhen plants are entering 
their dormant phase, I always look at the 
overcrowded clumps of perennials dying down 
and decide what I need to lift and divide next 
year. 

Dividing plants involves digging them up, 
splitting them into pieces with roots and 
growth shoots or buds, and then replanting 
them. The method stops many herbaceous 
plants becoming overcrowded, untidy and 
invasive. 

Many perennials, including delphiniums, 
heuchera, hostas, anemones, phlox and 
cranesbill geraniums, benefit from regular 
division to maintain their health and vigour, 
and require no special conditions when new, 
divided sections are replanted. Other plants 
benefit from division every three to four years 
although some, like asters, are best divided 
annually. A few, including red hot pokers and 
peonies, hate being moved so only lift and 
divide them if you want to propagate them. 

The best time to divide plants is autumn, 
when they are dormant, and spring, when 
they are just starting into growth. Grasses 
including bamboos should be divided in early 
spring, while perennials which flower in spring 
and early summer, such as lily-of-the-valley, 
epimediums and rhizomatous bearded irises, 
should be divided as soon as they have finished 
flowering. 

There are various ways to divide plants. Those 
with tough roots which are difficult to prise 
apart, such as hostas, are better off being dug 
up and then cut into thick slices with a knife 
like you'd a cake, making sure good roots are 
present in each slice. Other plants can be lifted 
carefully with a garden fork, working away

from the crown centre to limit root damage, 
then split into two portions across, each with 
some roots, shoots or buds. Larger pieces with 
more roots are likely to flowers sooner than 
small ones, which may take a year to recover. If 
you are digging up a clump, remove the centre 
portion, retaining the younger outer parts for 
replanting. If any sections are short of roots, 
trim the leaves to reduce moisture loss. 

Evergreen and perennial ornamental grasses 
should be left until spring, when they've had a 
chance to recover from all the energy they've 
expended making their feathery plumes in 
autumn. Young, newly planted grasses also 
hate sitting in the wet, heavy soil that so often 
prevails in winter, so don't divide them until 
spring. 

Cut down the foliage of evergreen grasses in 
spring and divide them, while bamboo stems 
can be cut down to 30cm (12in). Perennials 
such as daylilies (hemerocallis) have masses 
of fibrous roots and large crowns which are 
difficult to pull apart, so use two forks thrust 
back-to-back in the centre and work the 
handles outwards in opposite directions to 
loosen the clump. You may then have to use 
hand forks to divide it completely, or cut away 
sections with a sharp knife. 

Plants with fleshy roots, such as delphiniums 
should be cut with a spade or knife. Divided 
clumps should ideally contain around three to 
five shoots. 

Divide primulas into rosettes and asters into 
single rooted shoots. Clumps of epimediums

should be teased apart into separate plants 
using your hands or a hand fork, replanting on 
mild autumn days, while crocosmia and crocus 
clumps can be dug up and the new corms 
which are resting on the original ones can be 


eased off and replanted up to 10cm deep. 

When replanting, add compost or well-rotted 
manure to the planting hole on a new site, 
or a balanced fertiliser if you are replanting 
the divisions into the same hole. They should 
be replanted at the same depth in flowering 
positions and watered in well. 

Alternatively, pot up divisions while you 
decide where you want your new plants to 
grow, overwintering them in a cold frame. 

Before long, you'll have an array of new 
plants - which won't have cost you a penny.

AUTUMN is a good time 
of year to start thinking 
about preparing your 
home for winter.

here too. The Porsche 911 has been 


an aspirational sports car for 
exactly 50 years, since it was 
launched at the Frankfurt Motor 
Show in 1963. 

And yet for all that love for some 
reason it hasn’t been regularly 
regarded as supercar material. But 
that might well be about to 
change. 

Turbocharged 911s have always 
delivered a fearsome amount of 
performance in a pretty compact 
package, but the current 991-series 
of 911 now has a turbo model of its 
own. Two, to be precise; the Turbo 
and Turbo S. Both use the same 
3.8-litre twin-turbocharged flat 
six engine, but the faster S has a 


mighty 552bhp and 5161b.ft of 
torque - although there’s an 
overboost function which serves 
up 5531b.ft for short bursts. 

That sounds like a lot because it 
is. Squeezing 552bhp into 1,600kg 
is going to deliver spectacular 
performance, particularly when 
all that power is harnessed so 
well. 

The Turbo S uses the same four- 
wheel drive system already seen 
in the 911 Carrera 4, alongside the 
superlative seven-speed PDK 
dual-clutch gearbox. A further 
refinement to the gearbox 
includes ‘virtual’ gears - 


additional ratios created by a 
degree of clutch slip to boost 
efficiency. 

Efficiency might seem pretty 
unimportant in a car like this but 
the fact that the Turbo S is still 
capable of 29.1mpg when driven 
with restraint just illustrates its 
remarkable versatility. 

Just like any current 911, the 
Turbo S offers a very civilised 
drive when required. The seats are 
comfortable and very supportive, 
the PDK gearbox operates 
seamlessly and that mighty 
engine is quiet when you want it 
to be.

That might sound like a recipe 
for a dull machine, but in truth 
even a car like this will spend the 
majority of its time being driven 
sedately, in town, in traffic or on 
its way to somewhere possibly 
more exciting. 

When you’re in the mood to just 
get home with a minimum of fuss, 
it’s happy to oblige and more than 
capable. 

That is half the story, however. 
You get a hint of what’s on offer 
even when driving normally; give 
the accelerator a delicate extra 
squeeze away from the lights and 
even with plenty left in reserve it 


pulls away as if it’s being towed by 
a passing jet plane. 

But to really experience what it 
can do you need to push a few 
buttons. Slip the transmission into 
manual mode, hit the Sport Plus 
button and get ready. 

Gear changes are speeded up, 
the active dynamics system 
stiffens the suspension and the 
active aerodynamics are deployed 
for increased downforce. 

The results are spectacular. The 
engine responds instantly to the 
accelerator and, whatever the revs, 
delivers a breathtakingly 
emphatic shove forwards. 

It never lets up either; the next 
gears snap in instantaneously to 
give one long, huge surge of 
acceleration for as long as you 
dare flatten the pedal. 

You can experience the full force 
of this by initiating a launch 
control start; simply squeeze the 
brake with your left foot, floor the 
accelerator then release the brake. 
All four wheels dig down and put 
all that power to the road in an 
instant. 

Such is the force at work it is 
genuinely dizzying in first gear 
and 62mph passes in 3.1 seconds, 
but it feels even faster than that. 


T HE supercar has been 
reinvented for the 21st 
Century. Mention the ‘S’ word to 
most people and they think of 
crazy looks and monstrous 
performance but crucially the 
other thing that springs to mind is 
a near-absence of usability. 

For some people at least it’s not a 
supercar if you can see out of it 
and your spinal column is still 
intact at the end of the journey. 
There’s another element at work
